OSMOTIC PRE3SURE. 
Dr. Tracy of New York in a recent 
lecture says that we use too much 
salt and he giv es results of excessiv e 
use of saline. The Doctor specifies 
that: “ The excessiv e use of sa lt re­ 
tards the activ ity of the sweet glands 
by increasing the osmotic pressure of 
the blood ” 
T he Telegraph does not worry 
particularly about the retarding of 
the sweet glands, which may be open­ 
ed with a scrubbing brush, but that 
“ osmotic pressure” is a thing that has 
bothered us all for a long time. 


YEBKES DEAD. 
Charles T, ferkes, who with his 
millions at one tim e controlled the 
street railroads of Chicago and after­ 
wards operated largely in the same 
line of business in London, died re­ 
cently in New York. 
He came from 
Philadelphia to Chicago after serv ing 
a term in prison. 
He made a great effort to break into 
Chicago society, but the newspapers 
oftb a tcitv were so bitter in tbeir 
opposition that his success was not 
satisfactory to the millionaire.

had been separated from his wife for 
some time but she came to his bedside 
when he was dying. 


RUSSIA, 
The reports from Russia now indi­ 
cate tha t the gov ernment had sup­ 
pressed the rebellion. 
That is as it 
appears in our last night’s dispatches 
but it may be v ery different today. 
At all ev ents the rebels are beirg 
slaughtered by the thousands. 
The 
managers of the rev olutionary mov e­ 
ment hoped to secure the sympathy of 
the soldiers but in their murderous 
« attacks the soldiers became haters 
I instead cf friends. 
Though 
tbe 
Russian soldier 
receiv es 
less than 
two (dollars a month pay, still he is 
as near the brute as man can be, and 
thus it is that he lov es butchery. 
In the war with J apan the battles 
fought 
dearly indicated 
tha t the 
Russian Isoldier lacked Intelligence 
necessary to giv e his friends any sort 
of hope for success. 


This section of the rev ised ordi­ 
nance was first drawn requiring tbe 
fenders to sustain a welgnt of 1,000 
pounds, but after considerable discus­ 
sion the figure was reduced to 500. 
The section of the same ordinance 
treating of the street car traffic on 
tbe bridge also came in for a heated 
discussion. The use cf the bridge as 
a switch or passing track was con­ 
demned by Alderman Gage and dis­ 
cussed in detail by Aldermen Gannon 
and Watts while Attorneys Dorn- 
blaser and Dixon, who rev ised the 
ordinances, suggested tbe changes 
necessary to meet requirements. 
The section of the ordances as final­ 
ly framed reads as follows: 
“ Except as otherwise required by 
law it is hereby decreed unlawful for 
any person or corporation oy any of 
Its agents, serv ants or employes to 
stop any car, street car, Interurban 
oar, motor or other at ft 
conv eyance or v ehicle of any kind 
upon any bridge in said city acrqss 
Reck Riv er and on any of the public 
streets of said city and within one 
hundred feet of either end of any of 
said bridges. 
Any person v iolating 
the prov isions of this section or any 
person or corporation permitting or 
suffering any of his or its serv ants or 
employes to do so shall upon conv ic­ 
tion thereof be fined not less than $10 
or more than $200fo/ each offense. ’ 
The rev ised ordinances which hav e 
occupied the attention of tie council 
for many weeks were then passed oo 
motion of Alderman Moeller. 
A motion by Alderman Gage was 
then carried that the finance com­ 
m ittee seek bids for printing tbe or­ 
dinances and report to the council at 
the next meeting. 
FOR CHEAPER GAS. 
Alderman Gannon presented an im­ 
portant subject for consideration. He 
first complemented the water oom- 
mittee for their successful effort in 
reducing the city water rates and 
said tha t the price of gas was another 
matter which needed attention as he 
believ ed the citizens were paying too 
much for gas. 
He mov en tha t tbe 
matter be referred to the water and 
lighting committee to see what con­ 
cession could be made as he under­ 
stood tha t Mr. Higgins when asking 
for his franchise stated that he could 
furnish gas for $1.00 per thousand 
cubic feet. 
In defense of the action of the 
former council Alderman Gsge, who 
was a member of that council, stated 
that the franchises of the two gas 
companies were up for action at tbe 
same time and that Mr. Watson sta t. 
ed tha t he would not be able to float 
his bonds unless the council permit­ 
ted him to oharge $1.25 per thousand 
for gas and for this reason they made 
tbe rate for both companies the same, 
although Mr. Higgins stated that he 
ou ld furnish gas for $1,00 per thous­ 
and. 
Alderman Gaffney mov ed tha t Al­ 
derman Gannon be added to the com­ 
mittee of inv estigation, and Mayor 
Edwaras added Alderman Moeller’s 
name, making a committee of fiv e 
The committee will report at the 
next meeting. This closed the busi­ 
ness of the ev ening and the counci, 
adjourned.

J ames Kelley, the man who came 
to the office of the Sterling Gazette 
Thursday with the information that 
J ames Carroll of tha t city had de­ 
parted for Chicago because a Clinton 
girl had threatened his life, prov es fo 
railway hav e been hot only Kelley, but he was 
also 
Carroll. 
In Sterling he was 
known as Kelley, and 
in Clinton, 
Iowa, he was known as Carroll. When 
Kelley 
told 
the reporter of 
the 
Gazette that Carroll had gone to Chi­ 
cago he was speaklDg about himself, 
instead of going to Chicago he went 
to Rock Island Thursday ev ening. 
It Is now believ ed that Kelley or 
Cai /oil was anxious to get away frcm 
Sterling. In spite of the fact that 
he said he was going to Chicago, 
is there ev ery reason to believ e that he 
went to Rock Island, and tha t his 
story was a clumsy bit of cuteness to 
cov er his trail, The police of Clinton 
this moruiug telephoned a description 
of the man to the police of Rock 
Island with a request to hold him 
pending the arriv al of the Clinton 
officials. 
The police of Clinton, after receiv ­ 
ing the tip from the Gazette ov er the 
telephone this morning, belev e tha t 
Kelley as he was known in Sterling 
may know something about the pois­ 
oned candy sent to Melia Cartensen of 
Clinton the other day. The police of 
Clinton discov ered tha t the man Car- 
roii, as he was known in Clinton, was j 
j a sweetheart of Miss Melia Cartensen. 
Tney secured a description of this 
man and telephoned it to the Gazette ! 
this morning. 
Meanwhile the Ga­ 
zette had a description of Kelley in 
Sterling and the descriptions are one 
and the same. 
Kelley and Carroll 
therefor was the one and the same 
mac. 
It was found out alter careful in­ 
quiry in Sterling that J ames Kelley 
went frequently to Clinton, and tha t 
he was going with Miss Cartensen in 
that city and that he frequently men­ 
tioned the same. 
The last v isit, so 
far as known, was made on December 
22, the young man going to Clinton on 
Friday before Christmas to v isit the 
girl, and remained In Clinton until 
Christmas. 
It was about this time 
tha t the girl receiv ed the box of pois­ 
oned candy. 
This morning inquiry at the home 
of Mrs. Tony Apple brought forth the 
fact that no such person as J ames 
Carroll ev er stopped at her home, and 
from tbe time keeper of the Sterling 
Manufacturing com paDy it was iearned 
tba tnosuch man as J ames Carroll 
ev er worked in the core rooms of tha t 
company, but that J ames Kelley was 
on the pay roll of the company. J ames 
j Kelley did board at the hom8 ol Mrs. 
| Apple. 
Wneo the reporter secured the in­ 
formation from this man Kelly it was 
ev ident that he was v ery anxious to 
hav e the Clinton girl know that Car­ 
rol bad left SterllDg. 
It was ev i­ 
dent at tbe time that there wa$ 
some reason why he peddled his story 
to the paper. In this statement tbe 
man said that Carroll had been goiDg 
with a girl by the name of Etta Fel­ 
lows of Clinton, and that it was Etta 
Fellows of Clinion who threatened 
his life and this was done after a 
v iolent quarrel. The Clinton police 
were interv iewed and stated that they 
did not know of any Etta Fellows in 
that city, but did know that this man 
Carroll had been going with the girl 
who receiv ed the poisoned candy The 
Clinton police are making & complete 
inv estigation of the information giv en 
them by the Gazette and hav e ordered 
the detention of Kelley for the purpose 
of discov ering what he knows about 
the matter. 
There is no real ev idence that Kel­ 
ley knows anything about the sending 
of tbe deadly confectionery but his 
uncalled for anxiety to hide the loca­ 
tion of Carroll and the clumsy manner 
in which he has gone about it, has 
naturally raised some questions in the 
minds of tbe police at Clinton as to 
what be knows abut the reasons why 
Carroll should be so safely hidden.
